There was a sudden change in the 
atmosphere of the conferenge yester- 
dax, bringing optimism to all quarters. 
The delegates now feel that the worst 
barrier to success has been crossed and 
that a favorable conclusion is in sight. 

The French plan for dealing with the 
question of security for a loan of $200,- ' 
000,000 to Germany, the regulation of 
deliveries in kind, and points. covering 
transfer met with earnest study in com- 
mittee all day yesterday. The dele- 
gates had discussed the plan and at 
first it was not believed that it would 
be satisfactory. 

However, the French worked hard 
amending the plan, with the result that 
great progress was made. Committee 
No. 1 yesterday accepted the proposal 
for declaring defaults and taking sang- 
tions as amended by the French after 
further. amendment in the casnmittee, 
During the meeting Col. James A. 
Logan, the American observer, again 
poured some cool American sense on 
the heated brows of the delegates. He 
told them they had been thinking too 
much about the method of foreclosing 
the mortgage and not enough about 
collateral security. 

Commission of Three Members. 

This part of the plan, as adopted, 
provides that a default be declared by 
the reparations commission if unani- 
‘mous. If divided it shall be considered 
by an afbitral commission. . This .com- 
mission of three members shall be ap- 
pointed by the reparations commission 
if unanimous, and if not by the presi- 
dent of The Hague court. The presi- 
dent of the commission is to be an 
American. 

After a default is duly declared the 
powers pledge themselves to confer to- 
gether before taking sanctions.

Th bodies of 
the entire family, beaten to death by 
a club, were found a month ago in their 
homes at Elmhurst. 

In ordering Kammerer held for mur- 
der the coroner’s jury took on itself to 
recommend that the state give him a 
speedy trial and demand nothing less 
than the death penalty. 


Want Him Hanged Anyway. 

This recommendation was made de- 
spite the fact that testimony showed | 
Kammerer, who is now in the county 
jail at Wheaton, to be mentally dis 
eased. Detectives who sought him im- 
mediately after the bodies were found 
were told to look for a half wit known 
as ‘‘the nut.“ Friends and relatives 
of the Eders knew him by no other 
name. 

Neighbors testified yesterday that 
Kammerer, an old acquaintance of the 
family, had been at the Eder home for 
two or three days before the murder. 
They said Mrs, Eder was afraid of 
him, because of his queer ways and 
that she urged her husband to make 
him leave the house. 

Neighbors presumed that Kammerer 
quarreled with Eder over the latter’s 
demand that he go away. They said 
Kammerer took charge of the house 
and answered the door at a time when, 
it is believed, the five members of the 
family were lying dead inside.

able that some, if not much, emphasis 
will be placed on the condition of the 
endocrine glands of these two defen- 
dants.

Literally, the endocrine glands, mean 
the glands of internal secretion—more 
freely, tho ductless glands. 
structures forming the endocrine sys- 


tem aré numbered the thyroid, para- 


thyroid, suprarenals, ‘thé pituitary, 
pineal, the pancreas, the spleen, the 
kidneys, liver, and the sex glands or 
gonads. 

The classification of the last three 
named among the endocrines has not 
yet been exactly determined. They 
are so placed through the belief that 
besides their known duct-carried secre- 
tions, they also secrete internally 

Of all the endocrines the thyroid was 
first studied, and the“ most is now 
known of it. Lying, saddling the 
windpipe, behind the juncture of the 
collar bones with the breast bone, it 
is the gland which, enlarged, causes 
goiter. ‘It is known to effect growth. 
The pituitary, too, is known to have 
an effect on the growing capacity of 
the body. 

The brain is also believed to be af- 
fected by the state of these glands, 
Their abnormality, in connection with 
other manifestations, is taken to be a 
cause of abnormal mentality. It is. in 
this connection that they will play a 
part in the Leopold-Loéb hearing.

GREEKS PREPARE | 


TO LAUNCH DRIVE 


AGAINST BULGARS 


War Clouds Hover 
Over Balkans.

VIENNA, July 31.—War clouds are 
looming again over the Balkans. Dis- 
patches reaching Vienna today indi- 
cate that the Greek army is holding 
itself in readiness for marching orders 
as Bulgarian comitadji bands (irregu- 
lars) continue their raids over the 
Greek and Serbian frontiers into Mace- 
donia. : ; 

The Greek general staff announced 
today that it had received information 
of a general attack by comitadjis, prob- 
ably with the support of regular 
troops. All frontier posts have been 
reinforced and every preparation made 
for a march into Bulgaria.

Raid Serbian Town. 


Yesterday morning the Serbian town 
of Vinitza was attacked during the 
progress of a yearly fair. The bandits 
fired on the crowds and hurled three or 
four hand grenades, which exploded, 
killing four peasant women and two 
men and wounding severely eight per- 
sons. The comitadjis succeeded in flee- 
ing across the Bulgarian frontier. 


A new incident is reported from. the 
Macedonian frontier, where the Greek 
military authorities arrested twenty- 
six Bulgarians and executed nineteen 
The Greeks claim these men were mem- 
bers of comitadji bands, while the Bul- 
garians in a protest note delivered to 
Athens declare they were simply peas- 
ants and that they were arrested on 
Bulgarian soil.
